1. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest 
prior art of record failed to teach or suggest, equally dividing a square sub-matrix 
formed from 2x2 adjacent original pixels into small square regions along the X and Y 
coordinate axes, setting approximate points at vertexes of the regions, deriving on the 
basis of a predetermined interpolation function, interpolation coefficients discretized at 
approximate points within a predetermined range centered on an arbitrary approximate 
point, calculating interpolation coefficients normalized so as to adjust a sum of 
coefficient values of interpolation coefficients used for one interpolation operation 
among the interpolation coefficients to 2 K . Therefore, in combination with all the other 
limitations claims 1-24 are allowable.
